And in what place ſoever we ſhall come , we ſhalbe wit- 
veſles and heraldes of your praiſes; and nor dumme and 
dead, but liuely and ſpeaking monuments of your libera- 
litie' & bountic; we ſhalbe, as it were the vaines and cou.

ECamillus a Noble Emperour of the Romans, beſciging 
the Phaliſcos a ccrtaine people in Italie, and having in 
his handes all the noblemens ſonnes delivered to him by 
treaſon , he ſuffered no rigor nor hoſtilitie ro be vied 
with them, bur with notable demonſtration of iuſtice 
and clemencic ſcat them back ſafe and withour hurt, to 
thet+ parentes. | 
Euen (o(O moſt mightic and courteous Prince) we bes 
ing delivered to your Mageſties power and metcie by 
the rigour of the herefie of Evgland ; your Mageſtie 
doth as another Camillus recciue ys with the ſame cour- 
telic,and bring vs vp with far greater benignctie & loue, 
and in fine, __ weareinducd with piecie, & ſufficicnt- 
ly adorned with vertue and learning ,; you ſend vs backe- 
ainc to healp our miſcrable countric z & is it then pol- 
le that it can beſo hard and (tonic hartcd as nor ro be 
moucd with this extraordinaric and ypaccuſtomed cle- 
mencic? Surely if our countric could be fo ingratefull, as 
wethinke it cannot , yet notwithſtanding no tyme nor 
- fargerfullncs ſhalbe able to extinguiſh this your Ma- 
elfie lorie , whoſe mcmotic and immortall benefircs 
are ſo deepe grauen and rooted in the render hartes of 
theſe children . If England ſhould ſtill perſiſte and perle+ 
uer in herefic ( which God forbid ) yer in that caſe this 
bloud of ours which we haue dedicated in teſtimonie of 
the catholike fairh , will obraine withour doubr at the 
handes of the Allmightie , iuſt recompence and cuer- 
laſting rewarde for this your Mageltics moſt chriſtian 
pictic and munificence. 

The Kioge was very much pleaſed with this Oratis, 8 
willed the facher to thanke e 6: {tudenres iu his behalfe, 
androlde him he had done wel to bring them ro him, 
that he was glad he had ſcene them}, and that with the 
next opoſtuniric ke would ſee the reſt at home in os 
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Colledge, & willed him ro conduQt them to the Quiene. * 
But for that ſhe was not then well at cafe, the Oration 
which the ſecond had prouided for her Mageſtic was de- 


Not long after the weather wazing more temperate, 
ſo as the king without inconvenience might come to 
the Colledge, for as much as it was erected by King Phi- 
lippe the ſecond, father to your highnes,ahd theretore ſo 
peculiarly his owne and the kinges Mapeſties that nowe 
15, 25 no communiticin this Citic is theirs with more 

articular obligation, it was thoughr conuenien: that the 
cor ſhould Kiſle his Mageltis hand » & acquaint him 
with ſome parricularirics that might giue him occaſion 
of more comfort at his coming : & ſo the 17.of Auguſt, 
after humble thankes for the «75m favours which in 
all occafions he had ſhewed to this holy worke , he gauc 
him accomprt of ſome thinges of no ſmall cdification, 
and gloric of God , which had pafled in ſpace of fowet 
cares and more that he had bene reſident in the Col- 
edge, and offering twice to break of his ſpeach , Icaſt he 
might be redious , both tymes the kinge willed him ro 
poc forward , giving ſigncs of contentment with thar 
which he toldchim , and in finc fignificd that ſhortly he 
would come to the Colledge , and cauſe warning to be 
giten before his coming. 

A fewe dayes following,theDuke of Lerma ſent woord 
that theire Mageſtics would be at the Colledge vpons, 
Bernards day the 20. of Auguſt : aud at the (clf lame ty- 
me the Ducheſle of Lerma chiefe Chamberlaine wks 
Queene, {cnt- woord likewiſe that the other ſcholler, 
whoſe oration was deferred by reaſon of her Magglties 
indiſpoſition , might now come and haucaudicuce, and 
the next morning a coche was ſent from the Pallace, 
where in the younge Orator ( with ſcucn others in his 
nes, wr” Lage carricd, who both in ſtature and in yearcs 
was lefler then the former that ſpake to the kinge, 
although in his behaviour aud delivery of his lpeech 
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-,. Was morning inferiout nor lefſe gratefull ro the heaters. 

Heackgowledged humble duty to ter Mageſtic in be- 
halfof the C olledge from wheuce he came , Jfring her 
proreRion aud fauour : and for that this oration was to 
the ſame effect of the other aboue made to the king, 
though different in wordes aud {entEces,I hauc thought 
belt(for breuetieslake)ro om it, 

The Queene ſhewed herſelf very well contented with 
the Child and with that he had (aid, and aiked many par- 
ticularities of the ſchallers there preſenc, and of the C 01: 
ledge, aud of England, & hauing had full relation of all, 
anlwered that ſhe was very glad to lee theſe younge ones, 
and that before ſhe had much defircd: ro lee chem . And 
the father that conducted them replying that the king 
had infinuared , howe the next day following he would 
be at the Colledge, andintreating likewile her Mageſtic 
to vouchlafero doc them the ſame favour , ſhe anlwered 
that in no calc ſhe would fayle ro come,

T He Church and both rhe Chappells were dreſſed 
' with faire and riche ornametes, On the high Altar

The Guderk char made this Oration delivered it with 
ſo goon grace and ation, and with fuch modeſtic mixt 
with the affetes and feelinge of that he ſpake, as it was 
much lyked of all that were preſent and holden for a 
good beginning of the reſt that was to follow .

the reſt, and defire to ſee who they were that had ſon 
and played , they were nor a litle contented when the 
curtayne was drawnc, ſcc1ng as before had bene told 
them that they were only the Rude wtchorr any other 
helpfrom a broad, who now in ſight with there modeſty 
and good preſence,gaue double gace to that they did, & 

{o with inſtrumentes and yoices together , begone an 
- ether ſonge of choſe which they vſc in there high maſſes 
ef excellent muſique which begone Domine Deus wirtu- 
eum,and ended Beatus homo qui ſperat in te,and towardes 
the end of this muſike came forth from amongſt the 
yongeſt company a litle youth that in ſemblance ſcemed 
a very angell , who with great grace and makipg a low 
courtcſie to thereMaicſties, went yp to the pulper which 
(as I fayd before ) was prepared over apaink the cloth of 
eſtare . This childes father ſeeing him ingenious & dil- 
d to vertue, notwithſtanding he was his eldeſt ſonne 


defired(as him ſclfe rold me)that rather heſhould —

inheritance then his faith and Reli giofi ; and Mi . 
ſceing him of fo render and delicate complexion , as it 
would be dangerous to ſend him a long 10vrney alone 
or not very well accompanied , he determined although 
it were with daunger of his living and life to bringe him 
out of England hum ſelfe to this Seminary ,as he did, and 
here in the Church vpon his ariuall (like another Abra- 
ham that had come to this hill ro ſacrifice his dearely be- 
Joued Iſaac) oftered him vp to our ſauiour before the 
bleſſed ſacrament , with ſo great zeal and devotion that 
heedified all the Colledge; to ſee the great force of the 
graceof God, and how it overcometh and ſubiceth na- 
ture,and all humane difficulcics,as in this & many other 
heroicall workes of thele fairhfullCatholikes of Ingland 
is cuident . A few dayes after the father departid with 
reat comfort to leauc his ſonne in ſuch ſecvriric,and the 
child remained fo mery and contented and with fo good 
Iyking of the Colledge , as if he bad bene in his fathers 
houſe, and without going abroad in one yeare he learned 
the Spaniſh 55. aarW truely ifro S.lerome it ſeemed a 
thing wortby of admiratio, that a philoſopher of whom 
he wrytcth, vndertookea longe and daungerous journey 
to heare Socrates : much more would he maruaile if he 
lived in theſe our dayes , to {ce not onely philoſophers & 
men of ripe age, but children of lo render yeares as this & 
mavy others, to paſſe the ſeas, & in ſo great and manifeſt 
labours and daungers as they doe, to come to this and 
the other Seminauics, onely to learne and conſerue the 
Catholike faith , and with ſo difficult a purpoſe to re- 
torne to teach ir in there country where it muſt coft 
them ſo deare, as the world knowerth, and all this with- 
out any temporall hope or commodity to them ſclues: 
and therefore with a far more excellent and glorious 
end , then was that of the Philoſopher. This youth be- 
ing in the pulpet , and haucing made low renerence to 
there Maicſties, begonne in Spaniſh this breefe ſpeech or 
Preface that followeth.

of interpretter hecre, nor for the latiu and Iralian rogue,

The chtilde pronounced this oratio with ſo tender affe» 
es, ſhewing himlelfe ro feel that which be ſpake in fuck 
maner,thar theire Mageſties & all that were preſence were 
exceedinghly mooued , and divers could not forbeare 
ecares. After the oration he cathe downe from the pulpit, 
& having made his reverence went to kiſle the: Kinges 
hand, who with his accuſtomed clemEce embraced him, 
ſhewing in his countenance how wel he had lyked bis 
ſprach. Aftcr him followed the reſt of the ſtudenes to 
whome alſo his Maicſty ſhewed ſuch fauour aud courtee 
fie as wel appeared that God almighty bad brought them 
out of theire fathers houſcs & country in whoſe hand are 
the harts of Catholike kings, to encline them as he plea» 
fech eo favour bis workes. 

Abour the middcit of the laſt oration enrered the kin- 
py! eswith'torches lighted which they had brongbr

theth. For norwithſtanding the fauour and affeAtie which 
any Prinve of Prelare ſhewerh to a worke of this qualitie 
doth"migh commend andauthoriſe it , yet many rimes ir 
tnay proceed of a particular deuotioh,, & Geforce is not 
ſo preara reſtimony,nor fo yniver(al as his orher approba 
ot, Vut thicrſo many counſayls as haue'cOcutred of late 
ro favour this worke & ſo many perſons of authoritie as 
be in'them, in whoſe wiſdome aud diſcretiou reſteth the

If then God hath effcQuared the conuerſion 
of other countries.and of England alſo,at other rimes by 
only one, or two, or by ſome {mal numberof good men, 
what may wee hope for now of ſo many faithful ſeruants 
and workemen of his , as be in that conntrie; and of the 
prouident care which ( as wee ſee ) he hath to cal ſo many 
choſen youth as cuery day with fingular & ſtrange vo- 
cations come as a new ſupply to the Seminaries , where 
being brought vp trayned audexerciſcd in vertue & lear- 
ning(the armes where with they muſt fight againſt here- 
fhe)rhey become as valiit Capitaines in this ſpiritual war- 
fare of the Churca,as were Cyrus, Hannibal, Alexander, 
Auguſtus Cefar,and Dauid in theire temporal warres,for 
that rhey began to exerciſe themſclues in them berimes 
(as their hiſtories reporte) what may wee then hope for, 
but a ſhort and happic end of this combate firhence they 
go toit, with the {kil , courage, and fortitude thar beco- 
meth the ſoldiours of Chriſt , as there imperiſonmenr, 
theire diſputations with the herctikes, theire rorments, & 
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deathes do teſtifie, ſo as ivily wee may ſay , that theſe be 
of the humber of the wiſe childeren , which ( as the holy 
gboitfaycrh) bring ioy and comfort ro theire parents, pl 
: pot only comfort , bot honour to chem , and libertic ra 
there country , and as God choſe che baniſhed chil- 
deren of Babylon , for inftrumentes to worke aud ſhew 
fotth'his glory , who rather choſe to cnecr into the hog 

0g Woes » in teſtimpnic of there true religion, 
then ro adore the idol ; where by the king came ro know 
his error,and acknowledged the true God: ſo by the very 
fame meancs God is glonfied with the conſtancic of the- 
{c Ingliſh routhes , who break through ſo many danger 
and perils, becauſe rhty wil not adore and follow the 
"Idol of hercfie erected in their country but rathar labour 
to reduce it rothe knowledge aud pbedicnce of the true

The firſt motive and the moſt general is that ro help 
theſe ſeminaries , 15 t6 ſuſtaine with cemporal almes the 
faich of Chrilt & the {piritual good of a kingd$ which fo 
dependerh of the labouts and induſtry ) of theſe Prieſts 
brought vp in theſe Seminarics that if they failed the vreer 
ruine and decay of Religion in that natid would follow. 
And therefore 1f it be an aft of piety to repace the ruines 
of marcrial remples , and ranſome any one Chriſtian 
from the caprinitie of infidels : ir muſt needes bea far 
greater to build the Church of Chriſt,and redeeme from 


the tyranny of herctiks theſe vertuous young-men of 


whote lafery dependerh the (aluatis of ſo manv ſoulesin 
theire country,as after-ward by theire meanes ſhal come 
to know and imbrace the Catholike Religion. 

" Theſecond is that this kingdome which we ſuccour, 
was the firſt that in, the whole world publiquely pro- 
feſſed the faith of Chriſt,and for this ned is called the 
firſt childe of the Church , and the dowry of our bleſſed 
lady, andin it lowriſhed afterwards the ſame faith for 
more then a 1000, yeares togeither, in which time it 
brought forth many holy kinges, Queenes, Biſhops,and 
other glorious laintes,and Martiry. And loſt not the pto- 
feffion of this faith. ſo longe kept by any fault of the peo- 
ple, or cotruption of manners and euil life as in other 
countries hath hapned, bnt by rhe miſcrable fall and in- 
fortune of King Renty the 8.and ſome of his children ay 


- tothe world is cuident, by the coutinual reſiſtance which 
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rſt of piety and reli- 


che Ingliſh Catholikes haue made fo. many Jeares os . 
refie_neuer giuing it one houre of peaccable polleſion 
though it haue coſt them theire bloyd which they han 
ſhed with fo grear conſtancy and courage , as higby edi- 
ficth and aſtontſherh the whole Church of God to ſee it. 

The third aud more particular is , that the Catholikes 
for whoſe ſuccour and comfort theſe Prieſts are brought 
vp are on the one fide the moſt afflited with ſo long and 
rigorous a perſecution, and on the other the pits ap- 
proued with patience and longanimity,and the people to 
whome the profeſſion of theire religion colteth more 
deare them to any other nation in the world. 

The fourth and nor the leaſt is , the purity and inte- 

rity of life of theſe lawdable, zoungmen and the man 
tallcats and graces wherewith God almighty cnnicher 
them , and the account and eſtimation which they haue 
of the holy dignitic of preiſthbood, for which many of 
them renounce their inheritance , & which is moreto be 
admired, after they be Prieſts notwithſtanding they 
know that many of theire companions ſeut from the 
Seminaries, & in particular from this of Valladolid,are at 
this preſent in priſon , and that others haue bin cruelly 
tormented , and others vnmercifully pur to death by the 
heretiks , aud that the diligence which they vie in their 
purſute is incredible . Yer for all this they are not a whit 
diſmaid nor ſecke occaſios to ſpend theire time in other 
countries more then is neceſſary ro furniſh them ſelues 
with lcarning , but procure tq haſten theire miſſion to 
England as mnch as in them lyerh departing after with 
ſo great alacrity courage, and comfort that they leaue 
theire companions and thoſe that ſend; them ful of admi 
ration and holy defirs to beare them company in theue 
ylorious entrepriſc. 

The firſt reaſon is,that the end and inſticution of theſe 
Seminaries is like vnto that which ourSaniour Chriſt le 
ſus purpoſed to him ſelfe, who(as himſelf declareth)prin- 
cipaly deſcended from heauen to recnuer the loſt 
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"—-” "ofthe houſe of [ſtzel his country where he was accuſed 
*, by theptinces andelders of his owne people as a trayror 
andrumiltious perſon , thar ſowed ſeditzon & trobled 
the common wealth , and chac according to their lawes 
was guilty of death . Theſame in proportion is the inſti- 
rution and end of theſe Seminarics , and of the Game crj+ 
mes are the ſtudents and Preiſts wrongfully accuſed b 
che Iogliſh hererikes , who likewiſc have made voin 
lawes againſt them vnder colour whereof, they cOdemne 
them to death; & laſtly,our Saviour Ielus Chriſt was ap- 
prebEded, impriſoned, diſgraced, crucified & pur to death 
tn his owne country, and by his owne people,tor hauing 
procurtd theire (aluation , and for the like cauſes ar thele 
reiſts par in priſon , flandred, rormented, condemned, 

and put to death in Inglaud, n_—_ that eminevt and 
ſupreme degree of charity to the which S.lobn exhorteth 
Vs, Droniam ills animan ſuam poſuit pro nobis & nos debe- 
444 pro fratribus animas ponere that as Chriſt offrcd his 
life tor our Gluation : fo ſhould wee according to his cx- 
anpleh nd freely our b!oud to ſage our breghercn. 

he fir is the great conſolation which theſe Prieſts 

inc at rtheire returne to Ingland , when rhey finde 
many of theire ſchoolefcllowes and cquales brought vp 
and infefted with herelic only for want of the benefir of 
theſe Seminaries , which they hane enioyed , whereby of 
force muſt increaſe in them affet of gratirude to theire 
benefaQors , and theire care dubbled , to recommend 
them toalmig hty God, of whoſe names to this end th 
carry particalar memory when they deparrte in their mil- 
flong, remaining their perperual chaplaiues during their 
lives, and if they dy in defence of the faith , theire bloud 
wil al ke reward for them that brought them vp with ſo 
oe charity, as the bloud of Abel cried vengance at

commendeth greatly to all the world che true & Chri- 
ſtian nobilicic of Spaine , andof the Catholiques of Tu- 

land whereof thete Seninarics ſhalbe perpetual witneſ- 
cs tO al ages following (ering the very walles of the Col- 
ledge reſbfie ro pur poſterity,this new aud ſtraing cxiple 
of piery & religion, that being aQual exerciſe of war be- 
rweenethele rwoo nations , theſe of logland ſence their 
children with ſo great confidence and no lefle peril and 
dainger to be brought yp in Spaine , and that beerethey 
are recerned fo louingly aud intreated ſo honorably as if 
they were our owne children a ag ſo vnlual amongſt 
orher nations in like caſcs that neither the memories of 
men nor hiſtories record the like, and isancuident ar-

Andhe memorie of chele {@ good children muſt needes 
to:nfort aud cncorage {in theife abſence ) fo Catholike 
parents which nor oply ſuffer for chelame faich wich pa- 
ticne <mpriſonment and lofle of theire goods , bur allo 
depriue them ſelues of the ioy and comfort , which pa-
